WINNIPEG, Nov, 16.—"Tt simply means that we fly the British flag, 
bat are actually owned by the United States,” declared J. 8S.

Mr. Woodsworth told of addressing several meetings of farmers in 
the West, and said the agriculturists had a great deal more sympathy for 
labor now than previously, Many of them had their farms heavily mort- 
gaged and they were reduced practically to a state of serfdom
